The feeds necessary to g ro w and 
fatten ho g s sho uld lie g iven first co n­ 
sideratio n when the questio n o f lo ca­ 
tio n o f a farm fo r bo g raising is being 
co ntemplated. 
Feeds can be pro duced 
mo re abundantly 
in so me lo calities 
than in o thers. 
O ther facto rs, such 
as markets, 
climate and quality o f 
so il also sho uld be studied. 
It is best 
to start with but a few so ws. 
As 
the herd increases In num ber a c a re ­ 
ful study o f the farm sho uld be m ade 
to determine what cro ps it will pro 
duce mo st successfully and ho w and 
to what extent ho g s fit into the g en­ 
eral plan fo r that particular farm. 
It is always advisable to use pure 
bred animals in fo unding a herd. Much 
time and mo ney a re lo st by starting 
with lo w-g rade so ws and building up 
the quality o f the herd by the use o f 
pure bred bo ars.

While it has lo ng been kno wn th a t 
certain sprays, if aplied at the pro per 
time and in the pro per manner, wo uld 
serve to pro tect the leaves and fruit 
ag ainst Infectio n by this fung us, th e 
mo st efficient and practical m aterials 
and the best time to use them present

pro blem

which the statio n 
has been wo rking fo r six years. 
During this time experiments h a ve 
been 
co nducted 
in

co mmercial 
o rchards In Adams co unty, as well as 
In the experiment statio n o rchards in 
C entre co unty, and o ne o rchard each

Franklin 
and 
Chester 
co unties. 
Eig hteen different materials were a p­ 
plied o n nine varieties invo lving o ver 
two hundred se pa rte plo ts and 
111 
different co mbinatio ns as to material 
and time o f applicatio n.

W orcester, Mass.— A Loya list’s im­ 
pressions of the B a ttle of Bunker Hill, 
150 years ago, a re picturesquely por­ 
trayed in a letter written Ju n e 2 3 ,1 7 7 5 , 
six days a fter the ba ttle, by Samuel 
Paine of W orcester, a tta ched to the 
headquarters of the British Army of 
America, 
a t 
Boston, 
to bis brother, 
Dr. W illia m Paine, who 
resided 
in 
W orcester. 
The letter, trea sured as a 
ra re find, has been uncovered in tlie 
library of the American Antiquarian 
society, 
here, 
among 
a 
number of 
original 
Revolutionary 
war 
manu­ 
scripts. 
“ Never did I see such a •lay,” wrote 
the Loya list, telling of the savage a t­ 
tack of the “rebels,” as lie calls the 
Colonials, 
when 
they 
first 
captured 
Bunker Hill and la ter the rout of the 
Colonials by the kind’s troops when the 
Ya nkees’ ammunition gave out. 
The 
Colonials, he wrote, alluding to them 
at a nother time as “my countrymen,” 
appeared in a mood to “win or die” 
and no one knew what a day would 
bring forth. 
Saw Dark Future. 
T h e future, from 
his 
observation, 
was quite foreboding, with the British 
massing all the troops at command at 
Boston, intent on smashing the Colonial 
army and the Colonials besieging the 
points of vantage on the outskirts of 
1 Boston, bent on sta rving the British 
army out. 
T he letter rea d s: 
“T h e 
King’s 
troops 
have 
gained, 
though at a great loss, a surprising vic­ 
tory over the rebels last Saturday, an 
awful scene of which I was an eye wit­ 
ness. 
Have been since on the field of 
ba ttle and shall endeavor for your sa t­ 
isfaction to give some a ccount of It. 
After the Concord expedition, affairs 
i took a turn, a la rge a rm y was Imme­ 
diately raised and every pa ssa ge to the 
town of Boston invested. 
T h e provin- 
j rial 
congress, 
conducted 
extrem ely 
well, put their army on pay by issuing a 
large 
sum 
of 
paper 
currency 
and 
they appeared very formidable, ha v­ 
ing plenty of artillery. 
“In 
various 
encounters 
with 
the 
King’s troops they got the better, were 
flushed with 
victory, 
held a British 
soldier in the highest contempt. 
But 
| the surrender of the Important fortress 
of Ticonderoga (May 1<>), to the Amer­ 
ican 
arms, 
heightened 
their 
en- 
j thusiasm. 
“ In this situation of their minds last 
Friday night, being very dark, many 
thousands took possession of a high 
hill 
in 
Charlestown 
ca lled 
Bunker's 
that commands the whole of this town. 
Before morning they had completed a 
redoubt and such intrenchm ents as did 
honor to the engineer and this town 
lay exposed to a fire which must have 
ruined it unless prevented. 
“As soon as it was discovered from 
! Cops hill, nea r the ferry on which is a 
line ba ttery, they began a most furious 
cannonade upon the rebels, which they 
returned seven times upon the town. 
Instead of quitting their post large re- 
! inforeenients were 
sent 
from 
Cam­ 
bridge hea dqua rters of their army and 
m a tters here began to be serious. 
Reinforcements Arrive.

“ About 1 o’clock all the Grenadiers 
; and light infa ntry of the whole a r m y , 
reinforced to about 3,(K.H), under the 
conduct of the ga lla nt Lord Howe and 
I Abereromby embarked from the long 
wharf, with 12 bra ss pieces and landed 
! at a point of land back of Charlestown, 
in full view < d 
1 he 
re be ls, who still 
j kept their post. 
The troops being an­ 
noyed from some houses in Charles­ 
town, the ships threw ca rca ses (com­ 
bustible shells tired from a mortar) 
into it, and In a few minutes the whole 
town 
was 
in 
flames— a 
most awful, 
grand and melancholy sight. 
“ In the meantime the troops marched 
ion toward the hill, for the intivneh- 
' monts, under a most heavy fire of a r­ 
tillery, on both sides. 
Never did I see 
| such a day. 
I was on Bea con hill in 
I full prospect. 
In about 3 0 minutes the 
troops were nigh the works, exposed 
! to an amazing fire of small arms, for 
by this time the rebels amounted to

with individual independence as any 
other force in life. 
The greatest problem of Indepen­ 
dence of the average man or woman 
is how’ to get out of what they earn 
a good living and a reasonable degree 
of financial comforts in old age. 
We 
cannot maintain a high standard of na­ 
tional life without an intelligent man­ 
agement of the financial matters that 
constantly confront the average indi 
vidua 1 and family. 
In the accumula­ 
tion of capital in the hands of the 
ma sses lies the hope of the true in de­ 
pendence of a nation's people. 
The 
chief concern of wage earners is to 
gvt a reasonable degree of financial 
independence out of what they a c t u a l ­ 
ly earn. 
This question of how’ to attain per­ 
sonal financial independence has not 
been worked out on the principle of 
individual responsibility. 
The most 
important social needs today are a 
course of instruction in public edtica 
tion to give young people a practical 
notion of how to start life on a sound 
economic basis; and, secondly, a broad 
co-operative plan in American indus­ 
try w’hereby men and women shall be 
helped to work out a personal financial 
program that will guide them toward 
a definite goal of financial indepen­ 
dence. 
There ought to be a way for a 
man, for every dollar put aside each 
week now, to get back four or five dol­ 
lars a week forty or fifty years later, 
regardless of whore he works. 
The present policy in American in­ 
dustry of helping employees is based 
on the assumption that they will ulti­ 
ma tt-Sy become dependent. 
Old age 
pensions and other forms of charitable 
compensation are to be commended in 
lieu of a practical alternative, but in 
principle they are wrong and contrary 
to the purposes of democracy. 
What 
we want is an organized plan that 
will direct working people toward in­ 
dependence. 
No system can claim 
complete success that does not con­ 
template the financial independence of 
every employee, according to his abil­ 
ity to earn. 
It can be shown that 
American employees, with reasonable 
prudence on their own part, can reach 
a fair degree of independence while 
they are still working. 
There must be injected into our in­ 
dustrial policy an additional economic 
element of mutual benefit and perma­ 
nent value to both labor and capital, 
concerned not alone with the amount 
of wages and profits thaf are earned 
but with how these ea rnisg s shall be 
used. 
1 am arguing for an industrial 
savings policy based upon tae princi­ 
ple of independence. 
I am arguing 
for a new’ basis of co-operation in in 
dustry, for the elimination of poverty, 
and for a practical demonstration of 
economic democracy. 
When 
public 
education 
teaches 
school students how to manage their 
personal 
affairs 
intelligently, 
and 
when the heads of firms make it a re­ 
quirement that every young man and 
young woman who accepts a position 
shall be working toward a definite 
goal in saving money, then we will 
attack 
economic

Seen in Milk and Cream 
Consumption of milk and cream h as 
been steadily increasing in th e United 
States for a number of y ears, reports 
tlie Department of Agriculture, wh ich 
estimates consumption at 
5 2,7 7 2,000 ,- 
000 pounds in 19 24 compared with 50,- 
440,000 pounds in 
19 23. 
Th e larger part of th e Increase was 
in consumption of cream, and all of 
th e increase was in cities Inasmuch as 
consumption on farms was assumed to 
h e th e same as in 19 23. 
Th e increase, say s th e department, 
is due to Improvement in q uality of 
product, delivery in sanitary contain 
ers, and a general increase in 
kno w l ­ 
e dg e of th e value of milk in th e diet, 
th e result of milk campaigns and spe­ 
cial advertising. 
Th e average per capita consumption 
for th e country as a wh ole last y ear 
was 54.75 gallons compared with 53 
gallons in 19 23. 
Daily average per 
capita cortsumption is estimated at 1.2 
pints, being .9 51 of a pint in cities, and 
1.47 pints on farms.

ment by the side of Immingham (Eng­ 
land) creek is a most praiseworthy 
undertaking, both to mark a spot of 
peculiar historic significance and to 
remind Americans of some too little 
remembered details of that Puritan 
migration which meant so much to 
this country . 
It is to be feared that 
many Americans of generally good in­ 
formation share the error which Mrs. 
Wintringham, M. P., in her address 
irt 
the 
cornerstone 
lay ing 
charged 
against Lady Astor, of supposing that 
the Pilgrim fathers belonged at Ply ­ 
mouth and sailed from that port on 
their departure from England. 
The 
Imminghnm monument should teach 
them better, and remind them of the 
fact that the Pilgrims had nothing 
whatever to do with Ply mouth, save 
to be, much against their will, driven 
into harbor there by stress of weather 
and need of repairs to their ship, de­ 
clares a writer in the Washington 
Post 
It was In a very different and re­ 
mote 
part 
of 
England 
that 
they 
originated, in Nottinghamshire, Lin­ 
colnshire and Yorkshire, with head- 
iiiarters at Scrooby In tine first-named 
county . 
It was from an unfrequented 
and desolate spot in the fens of Lin­ 
colnshire, 
where 
Immingham 
creek 
flows into the estuary of the Humber, 
that they took ship for Holland. That 
was early in 1G08, their first attempt 
at flight in the fall of 1007 having 
been frustrated by the authorities. Aft­ 
er a dozen y ears at Leyden they em­ 
barked at Delfthaven for Virginia, in 
the rickety ship Speedwell, stopping 
at Southampton to be joined by friends 
from London on the Mayflower. Next, 
because the Speedwell was leaking, 
they were forced to put in at Dart­ 
mouth. 
Finally , after coming several 
hundred miles west of the British 
isles, they were forced to put back 
to save the Speedwell from founder­ 
ing. 
They made Ply mouth their port 
of refuge, whence as quickly as pos­ 
sible they set out again, all in the 
Mayflower, the Speedwell being unfit 
for further service. 
The Pilgrim way begins, then, at 
Scrooby, in Nottinghamshire. 
The 
second spot worthy of marking is 
where this monument Is being built 
at Immingham creek. 
The third is 
1/eyden, the fourth Delfthaven, the 
fifth Southampton. 
So far as their 
intention was concerned, those five 
places should have comprised their 
entire 
European 
pilgrimage. 
But 
grave mishaps compelled them to add 
Dartmouth and Ply mouth to the list, 
and 
all 
seven 
may 
well 
be 
com­ 
memorated. 
As for the Ply mouth In 
New England where they finally set­ 
tled, after first landing on Cape Cod, 
it had been thus named long before by 
Capt. John Smith, and they retained 
that name on finding that they were 
within the domains of the North Vir­ 
ginia or Ply mouth company , instead 
of those of the Virginia or London 
company , as they had intended. 


Old “ Pilg rim’s Pro g ress” 
An Old Testament Pilgrim’s Prog­ 
ress has been found in four of the 
psalms by Dr. Herbert H. Gowen, pro­ 
fessor of oriental language and litera­ 
ture at the University of Washington. 
Doctor Gowen’s translation differs 
from the standard one. 
He say s he 
has preserved as nearly as possible 
the original meter of the Old Testa­ 
ment songs and has diligently connect­ 
ed the four chants into a continuous 
story of the pilgrims’ return to the 
Promised land. 
“The conception

psalms, which begin with the 
1 2 0th, 
was the return of the Jewish exiles 
from 
Baby lonian 
captivity ,” 
Doctor 
Gowen said “The joy of the returning 
captives as they noticed the hills of 
their native land and the towers of 
Jerusalem is reflected In the songs.”

Corn Prices Are Up Again 


A short corn crop last y ear brought higher prices for the little that 
was for sale, according to the Index of the Sears-Roehuck Agricultural 
Foundation. In spite of the better price*, 
there lias not been so much 
corn going to market as a y ear ago. Usually there is increased 
marketing 
of corn just 
after planting time, but not this 
year. The corn w; s not 
in the country , and hogs have been bringing good 
prices so that much corn 
will go to the market on the hoof. Higher prices for corn 
does not seem 
to have curtailed the demand, for corn has 
been disappearing from the 
commercial channels just about as fast as 
last y ear when much lower 
prices prevailed. In spite of an increased 
acreage this spring, in:e“; 
1 
se d and dry weather indicate nothing more 
than a normal crop. Good 
prices for the 1925 corn crop are confidently expected. 
TFends in the Corn Market 


F or 1925 tobacco farm ers have expressed an intention to plant 
10 per cent more acreage than in 1924, according to the observers 
for the Sears-Roebuck A gricultural Index for July . 
An average 
y ield on such an acreage would mean the third largest crop on record. 
A t present, however, grow th is behind and the stands are irregular. 
Prices for some ty pes of tobacco are higher than a y ear ago, the 
Foundation finds, while others are lower. 
Burley prices have de­ 
clined as a result of good y ields in previous y ears and large ac­ 
cumulations. 
The last crop of export ty pes was small and stocks 
have been sold at better prices as a result of crop dam age last 
y ear, in spite of some decline in demand. 
Since the two-cent decline 
in the general tobacco m arket a y ear ago, prices have held rem ark­ 
ably steady .

Fewer eggs are being received in the market th.:n a y ear ago, wh *n 
the heavy producing season came several weeks later than usual. 
Because of the profitable outcome of storing eggs last season, dealers 
have taken hold more willingly , and prices during the main storing 
period have been 5 to 
6 cents higher than in 1924, according to the 
Index of the Sears-Roehuck Agricultural Foundation. The higher leve. 
of prices has checked consumption. This, coupled with favorable weather 
early in the season, has resulted In more rapid accumulation of eggs 
in storage than last y ear. Egg prices have a marked seasonal trend. 
Ordinary qualities are abundant until late summer, as a rule, but strictly ^ 
fine eggs usually become increasingly scarce and higher In price

That apple scab is one of the most 
serious 
apple diseases 
in 
Pennsyl­ 
vania is a tact recognized by growers 
throughout the state, says a new bul­ 
letin, “Comparison of materials used 
In spraying and dusting for apple scab 
control in Pennsylvania,” Just issued 
by the agricultural experiment sta­ 
tion of the Pennsylvania state college. 
Figures of the plant disease survey 
of the United .States Department of 
Agriculture show a reduction in yield 
due to scab, of lo per cent In Pennsyl­ 
vania as an average Bt the four years. 
1919-1922, the bulletin further states. 
This means an average reduction of 
over two million bushels of apples 
per year in this state for tile same 
four years. 
Apple scab is caused by 
a parasitic fungus which lives during 
the winter on the dead leaves under 
tile trees. 
While it has long been known that 
certain sprays, if aplied at the proper 
time aud in the proper manner, would 
serve to protect the leaves and fruit 
against Infection by this fungus, the 
most efficient and practical materials 
and the best time to use them present 
a problem upon which the station 
has been working for six years. 
During this time experiments have 
been 
conducted 
In 
SJO 
commercial 
orchards In Adams county, as well as 
in the experiment station orchards In 
Centre county, and one orchard each 
in 
Franklin 
and 
Chester 
counties. 
Eighteen different materials wo re ap­ 
plied on nine varieties involving over 
two hundred separte plots and 111 
different combinations as to material 
and time of application. 
The results of the various sprays 
and dusts are given in the bulletin 
so that growers Interested In the con­ 
trol of apple scab may easily get the 
latest information on this vital sub­ 
ject.

FIRST GARAGE EAST OF COURT HOUSE 


Worcester, Mass.—A Loyalist’s Im­ 
pressions of the Battle of Bunker Hill, 
150 years ago, are picturesquely por­ 
trayed in a letter written June 23,1775, 
six days after the battle, by Samuel 
Paine of Worcester, attached to the 
headquarters of the British Army of 
America, at Boston, to his brother, 
Dr. William Paine, who 
resided 
in 
Worcester. 
The letter, treasured as a 
rare find, ii as been uncovered In the 
library of the American A n tiq u a r ia n 
society, 
here, among 
a 
number of 
original 
Revolutionary 
war 
manu­ 
scripts. 
“Never did I see such a day*** wrote 
tile Loyalist, telling of the savage at­ 
ta c k of the “ rebels,” as he calls the 
Colonials, When they first captured 
Bunker Hill and later the rout o f the 
Colonials by the king’s troops when the 
Yankees' ammunition gave out. 
The 
Colonials, he wrote, alluding to them 
at anither time as “my countrymen/* 
appeared in a mood to “win or die” 
ami no one knew what a day would 
bring forth. 
Saw Dark Future. 
The future, from 
ins 
observation, 
was quite foreboding, with the British 
massing all the troops at command at 
Boston, intent on smashing the Colonial 
army and tile Colonials besieging the 
points of vantage on the outskirt* Of 
Boston, bent on starving the British 
army out. 
The letter reads: 
“The 
King’s 
troops 
have 
gained, 
though at a great loss, a surprising vic­ 
tory over the rebels last Saturday, an 
awful scene of which I was an eye wit­ 
ness. 
Have been since on the field of 
battle and shall endeavor for your sat­ 
isfaction to give some account of it. 
After the Concord expedition, affairs 
took a turn, a large army was imme­ 
diately raised and every passage to the 
town of Boston invested. 
The provin­ 
c e ! 
congress, 
conducted 
extremely 
well, put their army on pay by Issuing a 
large 
sum 
of 
paper 
currency 
and 
they appeared very formidable, hav­ 
ing plenty of artillery. 
“In 
various 
encounters 
with 
the 
King’s troops they got the better, were 
hushed with victory, held a British 
soldier in Hie highest contempt. 
But 
hie surrender of tile import a ut fortress 
of Ticonderoga (May IO), to th*' Amer­ 
ican 
arms, 
heightened 
their 
en­ 
thusiasm. 
“In this situation of their minds last 
Friday night, being very dark, many 
thousands to*dc possession of a high 
hill 
in Charlestown called Bunker's 
that commands the whole of this town. 
Before morning they had completed a 
redoubt and such intrenehments as did 
honor to the engineer and this town 
lay exposed to a lire which must have 
ruined it unless prevented. 
“As soon as it was discovered from 
Cops hill, near the ferry en which is a 
tine battery, they began a most furious 
cannonade upon the rebels, which they 
returned seven times upon the town. 
Instead of quitting their post large re­ 
inforcements were sent 
from 
Cam­ 
bridge headquarters of their army and 
matters lier** began to be serious. 
R e in fo rc e m e n ts Ar ri v e . 
“About I o’clock all the Grenadiers 
and light infantry of the whole army, 
reinforced to about 3,000, under the 
conduct of Hie callant Lord How e and 
Abereromby embarked from the long 
wharf, with 12 brass pieces and lande I 
at a point of land hack of Charlestown, 
in full view et the rebels, win* slid 
kept their post. 
The troops being an­ 
noyed from some houses in Charles* 
town, the ships threw carcases (com­ 
bustible shells fired from a mortar) 
into It, and in a few minutes the whole 
town was In flumes —a most awful, 
grand and melancholy sight. 
“In the meantime the troops marched 
on toward tin* hill, for the intivn.di­ 
luents, under a most heavy fire *<i ar­ 
tiller'- on both sides. 
Never did I s*-** 
such a day. 
I was on Beacon ltiil in 
full prospect. 
In about 3*» minutes the 
troops were nigh the works, expose*! 
to an amusing tire of small arms. for 
by this time the rebels Amounted to 
10,000. 
Soon as the King’s men en­ 
tered th** breastworks a most terrible 
slaughter began upon the rebels, who 
now wert* everyone shuttling for him­ 
self. 
Th** troops pursued them over 
th** neck, beyond Temple* house and 
were masters of the field of battle. 
Twenty-Four Officers Killed. 
“Tim troops have suffered extremely, 
there being about 24 officers killed, and 
near OO wounded i I I about 7g0, rani 
ami 
file, killed and 
wounded. 
rim 
rebels lost a vast many, among whom 
was Doctor Warren, a noted rascal 
(Hen. Joseph Warren, one of the lead­ 
ing New England patriots.) 
We have 
about 30 prisoners here, some of whom 
ar** to he executed. 
“After the firing ceased I went over, 
and, good God! what a sight—all th** 
horrors of war, death and rebellion, 
Tile British army is encamp* I upon 
the high hills In Charlestown In fine 
spirits and will advance info ti e coun­ 
try as soon as possible, laying waste 
and devastation wherever they go. 
“What th** event, Of all these mat­ 
ters will 
he God only knows, 
l'h* 
rebels are very numerous and continue 
to besiege tile passages and Intrench 
ing themselves upon every strong post 
about. 
God only knows what a day 
may bring (Oftkb 
W e are In continued 
motion here and now we are all In the 
dark. 
"Last 
evening 1,900 troops 
und**i

but no dovuf Salem, Marblehead, New­ 
bury, etc., will be ashes before night. 
All the troops, ordered to New York,

would advance Into the country, leav­ 
ing devastation in their trail, did not 
eventuate, 
since 
th** 
British 
found 
themselves bottled up in Boston and 
were forced, by Washington’s army, to 
evacuate it at the end of a winter 
fraught with great 
hardship to the 
King s forces.

Sailing Frcm Plymouth Woe 
Merely Incident. 


The building of a Pilgrim monu­ 
ment by the side of Imndngham (Eng­ 
land) creek is a most praiseworthy 
undertaking, both to mark a spot of 
peculiar historic significance and to 
remind Americans of some too little 
remembered details of that Puritan 
migration which meant so much to 
ibis country. 
It is to he feared that 
mony Americans of generally good in­ 
formation share the error which Mrs. 
Wintringham, M. P., in her address 
at 
the 
cornerstone 
laying 
charged 
against Lady Astor, of supposing that 
the Pilgrim fathers belonged at Ply­ 
mouth and sailed from that port on 
their departure from England. 
The 
Immingham monument should teach 
them better, and remind them of the 
fact that the Pilgrims had nothing 
whatever to do with Plymonth, save 
to be, much against their will, driven 
into harbor there by stress of weather 
and need of repairs to their ship, de­ 
clares a writer in the Washington 
Post. 
rt was in a very different and re­ 
mote 
part 
of 
England 
that 
they 
originated, in Nottinghamshire, Lin­ 
colnshire and Yorkshire, with head­ 
quarters at Scrooby In the first-named 
county. 
It was from an unfrequented 
and desolate Spot in tile fens of Lin­ 
colnshire, 
where 
Immlngham 
creek 
flows into the estuary of the Humber, 
that they took ship for Holland. That 
was early in 1008, their first attempt 
it flight in tile fall of 1007 having 
been frustrated by the authorities. Aft­ 
er a dozen years at Leyden they em­ 
barked at Delfthaven for Virginia, In 
the rickety ship Speedwell, stopping 
at Southampton to be joined by friends 
from London on the Mayflower. Next, 
because tile Speedwell was leaking, 
they were forced to put in at Dart­ 
mouth. 
Finally, after coming several 
hundred miles west of the British 
isles, they were forced to put back 
to save the Speedwell from founder­ 
ing. 
They made Plymouth their port 
of refuge, whence as quickly as pos­ 
sible they set out again, all in the 
Mayflower, the Speedwell being unfit 
for further service. 
The Pilgrim way begins, then, at 
Scrooby, in Nottinghamshire. 
Tile 
-econd spot worthy of marking Is 
where this monument Is being built 
at Immlngham creek. 
The third Is 
leyden, the fourth Delfthaven, the 
fifth Southampton. 
So far as their 
intention was concerned, those five 
places should have comprised their 
entire 
European 
pilgrimage. 
But 
grave mishaps compelled them to add 
Dartmouth and Plymouth to the list, 
and 
all 
seven 
may 
well 
be 
com­ 
memorated. 
As for the Plymouth in 
New England where they finally set­ 
tled, after first landing on Cape Cod. 
it had been thus named long before by 
Cape John Smith, and they retained 
that name on finding that they were 
within the domains of the North Vir­ 
ginia or Plymouth company, Instead 
of those of the Virginia or London 
company, as they had Intended.

Corn Prices Are Up Again 


BRITISH TRY TO 
SAVE OLD SMITHY 


A short corn crop last year brought higher prices for the little ti at 
was for sale, according to the Index of the Sea rs-Roeb tick Agricultural 
Foundation. In spite of the better prices there has not been so mu h 
corn going to market as a year ago. Usually there is increased marketing 
of torn just after Planting time, but not this year. Tile corn was not 
In the country, and hogs have been bringing good prices so that much corn 
will go to the market on the hoof. Higher prices for corn does not seem 
to have curtailed the demand, for corn has been disappearing from the 
commercial channels just about as fast as last year when much lower 
prices prevailed. In spite of an increased acreage this spring, infer*, t 
se I and dry weather indicate nothing more than a normal crop. Good 
prices for the 1925 corn crop are confidently expected. 
Trends in the Corn Market 
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For 1925 tobacco farmers have expressed an intention to plant 
IO per cent more acreage than in 1924, according to the observers 
for the Sears-Roebuck Agricultural Index for July. 
An average 
yield on such an acreage would mean the third largest crop on record. 
A t present, however, growth is behind and the stands are irregular. 
Prices for some types of tobacco are higher than a year ago, th© 
Foundation finds, while others are lower. 
Burley prices have de­ 
clined as a result of good yields in previous years and large ac­ 
cumulations. 
The last crop of export types was small and stocks 
have been sold at better prices as a result of crop damage last 
year, in spite of some decline in demand. Since the two-cent decline 
in the general tobacco market a year ago, prices have held remark­ 
ably steady.
